How to Get the Spares. 

As bowling is so popular in Edmon- 
ton a few words by an American ex- 
pert on “spares’’ would not be amiss. 

He says: “Spare bowling is the side 
of the great winter game that distin- 
guishes the expert from the average 
performer. The man who can pick up 
spares right along is the man who al- 
ways big scores. 

“But the element of luck is so 
strong in bowling that instead of the 
crdinary spares being left by the first 
bell, splits occur. These splits are the 
bane of every bowler and so varied 
are they that the greatest skill is 
needed to get the pins. 

“It would be impossible to give al 
list of all the splits, for they are so 
different that hundreds of combina- 


tions are possible. 

“The most common split is the 5-10 
familiar to every bowler or spectator. 
To pick it up the ball is sent down the 
alley torstrike the 6 pin and the ball 
is deflected enough to the right to get 
No 10. 

The commoner splits are picked up 
as follows: 

“No. 1. The 5-7-9 split, ball strikes 
5 pin lightly, sending the pin against 
7, while the ball gets nfne 

“No. 2. The 4-7-9-10 split is difmf- 
cult. The ball strikes 4 lightly on the 
left side, causing the pin to carom and 
pick up 9 and 10, the ball carrying 7, 

“No. 3. The 2-4-5-8-10 split is not 
as difficult as it looks, The ball strikes 
2 pin full i passes between 4 and 
5 carrying 8. No. 5 is hit then, send- 
ing it across the alley, picking up 10. 

“No. 6. The 2-6-8-10 split is simple 
The ball hits Ne, 3 one-third full on 
the left side and the pin gets 6 and 
10 Ball carries No. 8. 

“No, 6. he 2-4-7-6-9-10 split is a 
long chance indeed. The ball hits No. 
2 cn extreme left, the pin carcems and 
gets the 6,9 and 10 pins while the 
ball carries 4 and 7 pins. 

No, 7 The 2-5-10 split is harder 
than it appears. The ball hits 2 one- 
fifth full and 2 caroms and gets 5 and 
10 

“The railroad splits as the 4-7-6-10 
is known, has been made, but upon 
rare occasions. To make it the ball 
must cut the 4 pin so fine that it slides 
arcoss the alley and gets the 6 and 10 
pins, while the ball picks up No. 7%. 

“Like billiards, the possibilities of 
gowling are unlimited. A ball which 
strikes seemingly perfect leaves queer 
formations at times and causes won- 
der that such a thin is possible, 
Strikes are easier to’ get than difficult 
spares and the mean who can £0 
through an evening picking up spares 
is the finished bowler.”

IN NEWARK FIRE 


RRILE HOLOCAUST IN FAC. 
TORY BUILDING IN| NEW 
JERSEY CAPITAL. 


Newark, N.J., Nov, 27.—In a most 
disastrous fire which broke out late 
Saturday morning, 28 lives are known 
to be lost and it qs feared the death 
list will total nearly forty, there be. 
ing some score or so seriously injured, 
Several will probably die. 

The fire started in some rubbish en 
the second flat of a four-st>.ey brie 
building, On the first and se) ond flacs 
was the plant of the Newack Paper 
Box Company. The third floor wes 
occupied by the Aetna Ble:trie and 
the fourth floor was used us a ‘are 
tory for underwear by Louls Wolf Sn 
this flat some fifty girls were trappet 
by the flames advancing fron Ut’ow 
and it was here the heavy loss of 
life was occasioned. 

Firemen's Ladders Burned, 

A general alarm promptly concen- 

trated every piece of fire fighting ap- 


paratus on the scene, but so flerce 
were the flames that ladders placed 
against the building burned like 


matches and the work of rendering 
aid to the entrapped employees was 
extremely hazardous. 

Every window in the building was 
filled with hysterical men and women, 
the life nets were spread and many 
were saved by leaping into them, Sev- 
eral misjudged the distance, and, miss- 
ing the nets, were killed by falling 
to the pavements, and some of the 
firemen were injured, some perhaps 
mortally, by being struck by falling 
bodies. High street, in front of the 
building, was a gruesome sight, mutil- 
ated and crushed bodies of girls, some 
dead and others enduring mortal 
agony, being etrewn about. 

Struck Telephone Wires. 

In jumping from the fourth floor 
to their death, several girls plunged 
through telephone and light wires, 
leaving fragments of their garments 
entangled in the network of wires 
One girl struck a telephone pole and 
for a moment hung suspended in mid- 
air on the arm of the pole, then she 
dropped lifeless to the pavement. Por- 
tions of her garments left behind 
were soon devoured by the fire. 

Desperate and heroic efforts were 
made at rescue by the firemen, and 
conspicuous among those who fought 
their way into the blazing structure, 
were Fathers Kernan, Dillon’ and
